1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/23/2005 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

A. Applicant argues in the arguments that the prior art does not show the 1 whether a rub is occurring ' (page 3), but later the applicant also 
suggest the prior art does teach ' whether a rub is occurring 1 (page 4); Clearly Twerdochlib teaches ' whether a rub is occurring ' in page 
3, section 0047-0050. where Twerdochlib discloses the alert level is determined by the computer based on the turbine condition, i.e., at 
turning gear, 132 minutes after a full load trip or at 2 minutes into spin cool cycle following 31 minutes at turning gear following full load 
unit trip.
